December 1935, taey cccupicd these two 
districts, Moxeover, the puppet *"Meancmukuot declered that it was 
imperative to ocsupy ell these six districts and turn over the gerrisons 
there to the Mongolicn Pacification Corps in order to essure the protection 
of thcir herds of ccttle end flocks of sheep. yt thet time, the Chinese | 
Pocification Corps hed only 150 mon for the gerrison of lergcr districts 
cnd 100 men for that of smaller districts. yYot the Cho-shin-hai Mongo- 


lien Pacificction Corps clone hed more than 3,000 men. The Chinese 
were clready badly outnumborcd when, oven worse, the Japenese srmy 
end the puppet drmy under Li Shou~hsing cdvenced Tepidly.
